Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The Examiner disagrees with the Applicant that Friedman and Hendrey do not teach a temporal condition including at least one 
temporal period during which notification information is to be provided or withheld, wherein a beginning and an end of the at least one 
temporal period are specified in the notification setting information in advance of the beginning of the temporal period." 

The Applicant argues that Hendrey's paragraph 68 describes allowing a user to restrict their own execution of ListNearbyUsers 
during a particular time period and depending on whether the requesting user is in a particular location. The Examiner disagrees with 
this interpretation. ListNearbyUsers is a command that is sent out by other users, and each particular user is able to set restrictions on 
when to "take this ListNearbyUsers and execute it only between the hours of 9:00 a.m. and 9:00 p.m., on Monday thru Friday (or any 
other time) when I am not at work (or any other location)" (Paragraph 68). This leads to privacy, which is the concern of paragraph 68. 
A limitation on a user's execution of queries to get the locations of other users, as interpreted by the Applicant, will not lead to any more 
privacy for each particular user. Hendrey's paragraph 50 further illustrates how a system takes a ListNearbyUsers command and filters 
out requests based on a pre-specified rule. 
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
